STRIKES BACK even better than STAR WARS. 

Boy, when I saw those “turtles on stilts" (was what 
they looked like to me) come clomping across the icy 
terrain of Hoth, attacking the rebels, I felt like I was 
sorta in a parallel world where George Lucas had sur- 
prised us by making THE WAR OF THE WORLDS 
as a period piece, following the book to the extept of 
builcung something that looked like sons of the 
Striding Terrors imagined by the unique brain of 
HGWells. 

And how I loved little Yoda! “Now that's the way." 
I said to my companions, “they should have handled 
Tolkien’s characters when they made LORD OF THE 
RINGS." Don’t you agree the Saga of Mid-earth 
would have been more sensational if animated by 
muppet-like characters rather than rotoscoped drawn 
figures? I don’t know whether George Lucas ever saw 
Fritz Lang's classic fantasy of the silent era, 
SIEGFRIED, but whon I saw Yoda for the firstime I 
was magically transported back over half a century 
to the time when I was enchanted by my first 
childhood look at the Gnome King in SIEGFRIED.

The glimpse we got of the colossal creature was 
so brief that I couldn’t quite make out what it looked 
like: a kingsize chestburster? Maybe Terri Hardin, 
after she’s seen it a dozen times, can give us a better 
description. 

...Back to the “turtle on stilts’’ that I spoke about 
several paragraphs ago: 

I realize (now that my Editorial Assistant has 
pointed it out to me) that I was a bit confused there. 
There were 2 types of machines confronting the

For 22 years your editor has been recommending 
that if you don’t smoke yet, you never start.

IRVIN KERSHNER, director of EMPIRE, also 
directed the supramundane EYES OF LAURA 
MARS. When he saw STAR WARS he said “I was 
immensely impressed with it; it has all the elements 
of a classic fairy tale and appeals to the child in all of 
us.” 

GEORGE LUCAS, as Executive Producer of THE 
EMPIRE STRIKES BACK he oversaw the editing & 
special fx and selected FM’s own Don Glut to 
novelize the screenplay. Way back in 1967/68 he won 
First Prize at the National Student Film Festival for 
his short amateur sci-fi film, which he later expanded 
to the cult classic THX-1138. Of course all claim to

GARY KURTZ, producer, gained experience in 
many facets of filmaking by working on THE HOR- 
ROR (starring Boris Karloff & Jack Nicholson), 
BLOOD BATH & PLANET OF BLOOD. 

LEIGH BRACKETT, wife of the creator of Cap- 
tain Future, Edmond Hamilton, himself a scienfific- 
tion pioneer from the 20s, had just completed the first 
draft of the screenplay for EMPIRE when she died of 
cancer in March 1978. Ray Bradbury & your editor 
were among her last friends to speak to her (on the 
phone; she gave no hint that her hospitalization was 
terminal and was cheerful & productive up to the 
time she lapsed into a coma and died). She will long be 
remembered for her screen credit for THE BIG 
SLEEP, her TV scripts for Alfred Hitchcock 
Presents, the “Hafling’^ series in the sf field, her 
creation of the sci-fi character Eric John Stark, her sf 
novels “The Long Tomorrow”, “The Hounds of 
Skaith”, her Planet Stories collaboration with Ray 
Bradbury, “Lorelei of the Red Mist”. 

LAWRENCE KASDEN, a talented newcomer to 
the motion picture industry, was brought in to work 
on the screenplay following Ms. Brackett’s untimely 
demise, because of his ability to write strong, convin- 
cing dialog and to clearly capture a character’s per- 
sonality. He has scripted RAIDERS OF THE L(jST 
ARK, from an original story by George Lucas, which 
Steven Spielberg is scheduled to direct.

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From where we’re at he don’t look like no pussycat! (The grammar ain’t very good neither!) 


You don't recognize the title of the werewolfilm 
UNHOLY HOUR? 

Ah ha! 

We’ve found you out; you are a Canadian. 

(On the other hand, if you did recognize it, then you 
are not only a Canadian but quite a filmonster buff to 
know such an oldtime title.) 

UNHOLY HOUR was the North of the border 
name for-THE WEREWOLF OF LONDON. 

Starring, of course, the late Henry Hull. 

The long-lived play itself began life as a one-act 
melodrama. 

The author: John Willard. 

Willard appeared as the police inspector in John 
(JEKYLL/HYDE) Barrymore’s silent film version of 


SHERLOCK HOLMES. 

The original stageplay of CAT & CANARY was 
such an overwhelming success that crowds flocking 
to get seats necessitated turning New York's 41st 
Street into a temporary one-way street. 

A famous reviewer of the time, Alexander 
Woolcott, warned potential purchasers of tickets that 
"the effect would unsettle the innocent playgoing 
bystander who may be expected from time to time to 
bite the nearest usher and run bleating up the aisle.” 

Another critic, concerned that viewers hair might 
stand on end, warned all his readers to purchase a 
hairnet before going to see the play! 


fear warning! 

The elements of surprise & terror were stressed in 
all the early presentations of the play and programs 
bore the following warning: 

If you like this play, 

Please tell your friends. 

But do not, pray, 

Tell them how it ends. 

The first film version was produced in 1927 by 
Universal Studios, around the time of their other hor- 
ror & mysterioso movies THE MAN WHO LAUGHS 
(Conrad Veidt) and THE LAST WARNING. Seen in 
the ’27 CAT/CANARY was Arthur Edmund Carew, 
the “mysterious Persian’’ of Chaney’s PHANTOM 
OF THE OPERA and one of the murder suspects in 
DR. X. 

The prestigious New York Times characterized the 
1927 CAT as “the first time that a mysterious 
melodrama has been lifted into the realms of art.’’ 

the slinking feline 

With the advent of sound, THE CAT was back 
snarling & hissing in 1930 and THE CANARY was 
chirping for its life. 

The talking version was directed by Rupert Julian, 
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Is it The Invisible Man? The Mummy? Oops, this isn’t 
a Mystery Photo--it’s a shot from THE CAT & THE 
CANARY. 


remembered as the director of Lon Chaney’s PHAN- 
TOM.

At midnight, of course. 

And there's the will of an eccentric old man, dead 
these 20 years, to be read to his 6 heirs. 

Offstage there's thunder roaring & lightning 
flashing, sliding panels open, horrible hairy claws 
clutch the harassed heroine, dead bodies appear & 
disappear. 

And, altogether, everybody just has the nicest time. 

Someone Going to Die 

The only person who has lived in these serene sur- 
roundings since the old boy died is Mammy Pleasant, 
a Negro woman with a wild eye & a belief in spirits. 
She sneaks around behind the curtains where it's 
good & shadowy-looking like the Black Plague. 

She bolts doors and points at the clock and stands 


up on the staircase and says somebody is going to die 
tonight. 

AlJolson would have to walk more than a million 
miles to get one of those smiles from this mammy. 

And if he saw her he'd run all the way back. 

Mysterious Atmosphere 

The mysterious atmosphere has been captured. 

The picture thrills & amuses. 

It's an excellent job of direction. 

Helen Twelvetrees, who plays Annabelle, and who 
^ called upon to be scared stiff most of the time, may 
not be the world's finest actress but boy! she sure is a 
swell screamer. (Wonder if she was ever a candidate for 
Fay Wray's role in KING KONG?) 

All the women, it seems, came to the haunted house 
expecting a storm to come up, for they all brought 
their nighties. 

Things Left Mysteries 

Like all good mysterious messes, there are things in 
THE CAT CREEPS which never get explained.

“This Inhuman Place” 

There is a paragraph in the book (it's a big one“447 
hardcover pages) that goes: 

"This inhuman place," he said gutturally. "Tony 
told me...this inhuman place.. .makes.. .makes..." He 
shook his head. "Can't remember. " 

The word little 5-year-old Danny can’t remember 
is-MONSTERS. 

Stanley Kubrick. 

A name to conjure with. If you don’t already, you 
will one day when you're older. Orson Welles. Alfred 
Hitchcock. George Pal. Stanley Kubrick's is a name 
like that because he brought 2001: A SPACE 
ODYSSEY to the screen, the scientifilm that was a 


light-year leap ahead of the tech-effects that went 
before. 

Earlier, in 1964, he gave the world that strange sci- 
fi sort of black comedy, a doctorial delight to take its 
place with such other famous docs as Dr. Jekyll & Mr. 
Hyde. Dr. X, Dr. Mabuse, Dr. Cyclops. Dr. Caligari. 
Dr. Moreau, Dr. Who, Dr. Acula: DR. 
STRANGELOVE OR: HOW I LEARNED TO 
STOP WORRYING AND LOVE THE BOMB. 

And (again R-rated) in the 70s he produced that 
dark vision of violent decades to come, A 
CLOCKWORK ORANGE. 

So Stanley Kubrick took another name to conjure 
with-FM’S own 13-year-old Stephen “Carrie" King, 
grown older and famous-and adapted his novel “The 
Shining" to the screen. 

THE STORY OF THE FILM 

Jack Torrance (played by Jack Nicholson) is a 
former school teacher who is struggling to be a 
published writer. He applies for a job that promises 
to be perfect for his purposes, in that it will make 
very few demands on his time and will leave him plen- 
ty of opportunity to sit at his typewriter and concen- 
trate on creating a novel. 

In all fairness, the man (Barry Nelson) who inter- 
views him points out that tfiere was a certain 
unpleasantness with a former employee. He went 
berserk, killing his 2 little daughters, murdering his 
wife and then committing suicide. “Maybe the 
solitude of the long winter months, the isolation, the 
loneliness, affected his mind," the manager of the 
Overlook lodge theorizes. 
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Danny Lloyd is terribly afroyd of the horrible happen- 
ings in Overlook lodge. 



The Wife & The Knife make a terrif^ng combination 
in the Kubrick-King maniacal movie collaboration. 
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“No need to worry." Jack assures him. “Solitude is 
what I’m seeking." 

"The Haunting" 

The season's tourists depart from the hotel and 
Jack installs himself as caretaker. Accompanying 
him are his wife (Shelley Duvall, who is remarkably 
believable as the terrified spouse) and 7-year-old son 
Danny (Danny Lloyd in, as far as is known, his first 
screen appearance). 

Danny is possessed of a psychic power known as 
“shining", which seems to be sort of 2-way clair- 
voyance, past & futureward. He has inexplicable 
split-second visions of 2 little girls in a corridor of the 
lodge, of a door with a mysterious word “redrum" 
printed on it in red in a childish hand, other weird 
peeks at things past and things to come. 

Furthermore, Danny seems to be possessed-period. 
An alter ego (?) named Tony lives inside his mouth 
and talks in a gruff, croaking voice when Danny 
crooks & wiggles a finger like an animated 
semaphore. Tony cannot be seen or caught because 
when any effort is made to get at him he hides in Dan- 
ny’s stomach. 

Then there is the Overlook itself. 

THE AMITYVILLE HORROR. 

THE CHANGELING. 

THE EVIL itself. 

The Overlook is infused with an atmosphere of 
brooding violence. An atmos-fear. Dire events have 
happened here before: we sense they will occur again. 

"Something Wicked This Way Comes" 

As the wintry months pass in the lonely lodge, Jack 
becomes more & more irritable. He snaps at his wife. 
He refuses to let her look at his work in progress. 

One day Wendy (Mrs. Torrance) sneaks a look at 
the pages piled up in her husband’s manuscript box. 
She is appalled at what she finds. 

Blank pages? 

No, they’re filled alright. 

With one sentence multiplied thousands of tinies: 

"All work and no play makes Jack a dull boy. " 

Actually, it isn't dull that Jack becomes-it’s 
devilish. 

Hellish things begin to happen. 

Is it hallucination or genuine living horror when he 
enters the forbidden room, 237? The terror of 237: a 
dead woman, her rotting corpse floating in a bathtub, 
rising from the stagnant water and, zombielike, ap- 
proaching a jittering Jack. 

Dick Halloran (Scatman Crothers), chief chef of the 
hotel, is alarmed when he tries to communicate with 
the lodge and can raise no one. 

The eerie events that are happening at the lodge at 
about this time would raise the dead-or send the liv- 
ing to death’s domain. 

Jack goes insane. 

His wife knocks him out and imprisons him in a 
deepfreeze food storage room. 

Tne former caretaker (a deadman) lets Jack out. 

A mad Jack maniacally chases his own son about in 
an icy maze, intent on killing him. 

Dick Halloran appears on the scene and is axed in 
the chest. 

Jack’s wife, shuddering in a paroxysm of horror, 
backs up the stairs away from her husband, who had 
gone stark, staring insane and means to murder her 
like a previous caretaker did his wife.

The show’s 
theme music is “Funeral March of a 
Marionette” by Gounod. 

In 1979 he was knighted by Queen Elizabeth 
II and just before his demise he had completed 
a couple of versions of the screenplay which 
was to have been his next film. THE 
PLEASURE GARDEN, 1925, was the first film 
he fully directed; SHORT NIGHT (the title an 
inside joke revolving around his short stature 
& late-life knighthood) would have been his 
61st motion picture. 

The personal favorites among his pictures 
he listed as SPELLBOUND, LIFEBOAT. 
SHADOW OF A DOUBT.. .and PSYCHO. 

Janet Leigh, who had praise “showered” 
on her for her performance in PSYCHO, said, 
“He was a master at his profession.” 
Notorious madman of the movie, Anthony 
Perkins, echoed: “He always executed his 
suspense with taste. You were scared by it- 
but pleasantly.” 

It was reported that Sir Alfred, whose im- 
agination for the criminous conjured up a 
multitude of manners for his characters to 
meet death, -he faced his own death 
courageously. His final curtain came at 9:17 on 
the morning of 29 April 1980, when the Great

Later, in the village, Gorobec questions the 
townspeople about the circumstances surrounding 
Boris’ death. A little girl steps forward-the in- 
nkeeper’s daughter. She tells Gorobec of the strange 
carriage that came to fetch Dr. Kruvajan the night 
before & how a cold mist had followed the dark man 
dressed in black-the driver. Gorobec takes the girl 
back to Castle Vaida to tell what she knows to Con- 
stantine. There she sees a portrait of Javuto and ex- 
claims, “He’s the one! The driver of the carriage!” 

“What-?!” Katia is incredulous. “But Javuto has 
been dead for nearly 200 years!” 

Chapt. 8 
Deadly Mission 

Perplexed by the eerie events, Gorobec pays a visit 
to the village Priest and tells him of the strange twin 
puncture-marks on Prince Vaida’s neck. The Priest 
confides that the same marks were found on Boris’ 
neck. Gorobec continues describing the other 
mysteries.. .about the man in the portrait-Javuto- 
and his friend Kruvajan’s strange behavior. The 
Priest feigns ignorance of the interlocking clues in 
order to avoid alarming Gorobec.

T he big HEARTof GEORGE PAL stopped 
on the morning of May 2d in his home 
in Hollywood. He was 72 and had been 
a tilmaker for more than half his life. 

Legions of his admirers attended his 
funeral.

Your editor was deeply moved & honored 
that he was requested to prepare & deliver the 
Eulogy, delivered 6 May 1980 at Holy Cross 
Cemetery, where Bela Lugosi is buried. It 
follows: and, following the eulogy, a reprint 
from our 68th issue (10 years ago) of our ma- 
jor article about George Pal. 

GEORGE PAL, tho born in Hungary, had two 
fathers, one French, the other English-both 
spiritual. George Pal never produced a motion 
picture based on a work by Jules Verne but 
the spirit of the famous French author surely 
led him leagues beneath the sea to the legen- 
dary island of Atlantis: and. with the aid of the 
Dean of Science Fiction. Robert Heinlein, 
George cinematically set astronauts' feet upon 
the surface of our satellite 20 years before the 
historical reality of 1969'S lunar triumph. 


His English inspirator was HGWells, via 
whose imagination George visualized for the 
world what that other Welles, Orson, so 
dramatically dramatized on radio that 
traumatizing night of fright, Halloween 1938, 
when Mars Invaded Earth. In transfering WAR 
OF THE WORLDS to the silver screen, George 
Pal took this reviewer’s breath away, for I 
forgot to inhale during the entire time the epic 
film was being unspooied at the preview: later 
audiences in turn held their breaths. 

George Pal was the living proof that “big 
things come in small packages" for, tho of 
medium stature, his mind was a phosphores- 
cent fountain of fantasy, an amazing example 
of that sixth sense, the Sense of Wonder. Via 
the future-traveling mechanism of HGWells he 
whirled us almost to world's end in THE TIME 
MACHINE. 

I am a veteran of 41 years of international 
science fiction conventioneering. Only once 
before at a convention have I witnessed an au- 
dienced so stunned when an announcement 
was made of the demise of a prominent figure. 
There were audible gasps when conven- 
tioneers learned some years ago of the untime- 
ly passing of Ernest Hemingway; when it fell 
my sad lot at the science fiction conclave in 
Nashville, Tennessee, to inform my audience 
of the sudden, unexpected end of George Pal's 
life, the shocked reaction was akin to the 
passing in the mundane world of a popular 
president, a world-famous statesman, a best- 
selling, award-winning novelist. 

Awards? Pal earned them aplenty. Eight 
Oscars from the motion picture Industry. The 
Count Dracula Society, 18 years in existence, 
is a prestigious organization which has 
honored Rouben Mamoulian, Boris Karloff. 


Fritz Lang, former actress and con- 
gresswoman Helen Gahagan Douglas and the 
recently-deceased Sir Alfred Hitchcock. The 
society's president. Dr. Donald Reed, tells us; 
"George Pal received 3 awards from our 
organization, of which he was an honorary 
chairman. In addition, from our more recent 
Academy of Science Fiction, Fantasy & Horror 
Films, he received the Life Career Award and 
4 other important honors and was prominent 
on last year’s telecast of the proceedings of 
the Academy." Douglas Wright, founder of 
the International Society of Science Fiction, 
Horror & Fantasy Films, chose George to be 
one of the select few on the Advisory Board 
after he had been inaugurated into the Hall of 
Fame and the separate fantasy-oriented Hall of 
Fame. 

Like the pioneer of silent science fiction 
films, Fritz Lang, George Pal was schooled in 
architecture & art. An excellent artist, he 
visualized many of his motion pictures with 
pre-production paintings & storyboards of his 
own devising and was very generous in 
donating many of these, as well as props from 
his sci-fi & fantasy films, to the Science Fic- 
tion Museum of Hollywood. 

Hollywood? Yes, and--Hooray for 
Dollywood. On my last visit to Holland I made a 
pilgrimage to the studio in Einhoven where 
George Pal pioneered his beloved puppetoon. 
Oldtimers there still remembered him with af- 
fection & admiration. Here on the home front, 
praise has been pouring in from friends & 
associates. 

William Tuttle, makeup man who workpd 
with George on so many of his films: 

“I don’t think I’ve ever known a man who 
had such a vivid imagination, almost childlike 
in simplicity, coupled with great artistry, and 
also a man with a great sense of humor and 
unselfish in his praise for his coworkers. I 
considered him a great artist, a great friend 
and one of the all-time greats in the motion 
picture industry." 

Ray Bradbury, word wizard of fantasy, and 
the Martian Chronicler: 

"I feel that George Pal’s films will be around 
for a good many years. I think that THE TIME 
MACHINE & WAR OF THE WORLDS may be 
the definitive versions of those books done by 
anyone. He knew how to frighten us, how to 
delight us; the sad thing is not only that 
George Pal is gone but we miss the fact there 
will be no more films from his hands." 

Mr. & Mrs. Tom & Terri Pinckard, cohosts 
of the Science Fiction Writers Salon; 

“Whenever we think of George Pal, the 
titles of his great movies will flash thru our 
minds, yet our favorite knowing of him Is of 
him & Szoka entering a room, talking and jok- 
ing with friends, but always nearby each 
other; and if they were close, they held hands. 
The love they had for each other-that is the 
memory that we'll keep dear."

He was the man who could work miracles." 
Robert Bloch, who had recently completed 
work for George on writing assignments for IN 
THE DAYS OF THE COMET & THE VOYAGE OF 
THE BERG: 

“I feel that I have lost a friend and the world 
of science fiction films has lost a giant." 

Ann Robinson, star of WAR OF THE 
WORLDS, her words trequently punctuated by 
sobs of sorrow; 

“I will never forget the 25th Anniversary of 
that film on Hollywood Blvd. I was extremely 
lucky & fortunate to have been in the car with 
him on that occasion. We were driving to the 
theater and there were lines and crowds of 
people. There was a look on his face I'll never 
forget. He was astonished at the turnout; he 
couldn't believe that 2000 people or more 
would come to see a movie 25 years old that 
they could see on television. So i looked at him 
and said. "They came to see YOU. George; it 
WAS you." When my son heard he'd died he 
said, "It was like he was my grandfather." 
There was that kind ot kindness about George. 
He was never too busy, never rude, never 
unkind." 

Reached in London, Ray Harryhausen, long 
the world’s greatest animator of stop-motion 
models, said: "Working with George Pal was 
an enormous break in the beginning of my 
career. He was a kind and gentle genius." 

My wife: 

"In an Industry where rudeness is the rule 
and egos are everywhere, George Pal's old 
world charm, gentility & modesty were as 
refreshing as a breeze from an emerald lake in 
the land of Oz. His sons David & Peter and 4 
grandchildren can remember a father & grand- 
father who was a living legend and has left a 
legacy of stellar magnitude to moviegoers, 
young & old alike, for ages to come." 

In the science fiction genre we speak of the 
World of Unwrought Things. Left unfulfilled 
now are so many marvelous projects we had 
hoped for from Pal: sequels to WHEN WORLDS 
COLLIDE, THE TIME MACHINE, perhaps even 
WAR OF THE WORLDS; the film-bio of ODD 
JOHN, a superman with an 10 of 10,000; the 
spectacle of clashing robots in Lord 
Dunsany's THE LAST REVOLUTION; the uni- 
que & fascinating plot of Philip Wylie's THE 
DISAPPEARANCE; the possible remake of 
METROPOLIS; the return of DOC SAVAGE: a 
sound version of the mythical classic THE 
GOLEM. But still to look forward to are 
George's co-novelization of THE TIME 
MACHINE il and his inspired book about the 
mysterious artist Hieronymous Bosch. 

Now I would like to share with you a few 
memories of my own of George Pal over a 
period of 40 years of friendship. 

To me he was the Oisney of Fantasy & Sci-Fi 
Films, a pied piper whose irresistible tune 
lured us to realms unknown & worlds of 
wonder, in 1939 when I was an employee of 
the Academy of Motion Picture Arts & 
Sciences I was drawn into the auditorium ad- 
jacent to my office where I was galvanized by 
a screening of "The Ship of the Ether" and 
became an instant Pal fan. Years later George 
gave me a cameo role in THE POWER. After the 
preview, because of excessive running time, I 
was excised from the picture-but, no egotist 
George, he joined me on the cutting-room floor 
and cut his own cameo from the film. Posteri- 
ty's loss. He had a fey sense of humor. And, 
like Alfred Hitchcock, George had a lifelong

ed by films & tapes of the Wonderful World of 
George Pal. 

In addition to his star in the sidewalk near 
Hollywood & Vine, I could not be more pleased 
to tell you that a star in the heavens, in the 
constellation of Cepheus, has been 
named. ..GEORGE PAL. His celestial address 
has been recorded in the Smithsonian 
Astrophysical Observatory Star Catalog. 

One final word. In the history of fantasy 
films, one character who made an indelible Im- 
pression was Fredric March in DEATH TAKES 
A HOLIDAY, wherein he portrayed Death 
charismatically personified as Prince Sirki. 
Prince Sirki has since taken innumerable 
celebrities from us but aficionados of fantasy 
films feel that that the Prince welcomes his 
permanent guests as homecoming friends. 
Waiting to greet George will be The Great 
Rupert, Houdini, Dr. Lao, The Bros. Grimm, 
Hansel & Gretel, matriarchal Celia Lovsky of 
THE POWER and Weena of far futurity. Ap- 
proximately once a week George & 1 would talk 
on the phone and inevitably his parting words 
would be, "Well, take good care." I entreat 
Prince Sirki now. that kindly Guardian of our 
souls, to welcome a prince among men.
